The Revival Hymns are published in the 18 mo. 
form, and contain TURKIC T1MKS as many Hymns, 
and TWICE as many Tunes as the other littlo book, 
and is sold for the same price. Wo understand that a 
man has been sent out to all the towns in the vicinity, 
and where hi* could not urge persons to buy, has left 
a dozen, twenty, and so on at stores, shops, &c.—Yet 
with all this machinery, tho Revival Hymns have 
sold at the office of Publication, with no machinery 
hut their own merit, two to one of tho other hook. In 
Lowell, where grout effort was made to forco tho Ro- 
vivnl Melodies on tho public, the tide is changed 
quite against it, and the cull for the Revival Hymns 
is increasing. 

In addition to what was said in the lust Visitor in 
reference to tho Revival MELODIE8, tho Publisher 
has not, it is true, stolen thu name of tho Revival 
il YMN8, but lie has approached so near it that per¬ 
sons generally would not know the difference. Ry 
this means, wo know that some copies of that book 
have been sold. The tiling will however work its 
own cure in a short time. Tile Revival Melodies has 
hut a single hymn to a tune. The Revival Hymns 
has, generally three, sometimes four hymns to a tune, 
and has all the popular limes sung during tho great 
Revival in Rostmi, making double the number of tunes 
that are in thu other hook. Tho Revival Melodies are 
printed without double bars, and the pages of music 
are neaily gray. The linos leave olf at all places, so 
that il is extremely difficult to find the nlace in changing 
llm oyo from the words to the music. These evils were 
foreseen in preparing the Revival Hymns, and avoided. 
15000 of these hymns have already been printed 
Ho many have been sold that the Publisher will horo- 
after make a larger discount to tho trade than can he 
obtained on any thing else of the kind.
